Salmon for Maine Waters 

One of the most interesting and prom- 
ising pieces of constructive fishery work 
how in progress in‘ the- Bureau of Fish- 
eries; Department: of Commerce, is ‘the 
introduction of the: humpback salmon 
of ‘the Pacific coast into the ‘littoral 
‘waters of Maine. 

The riative salmon of the New Eng- 
land: coast: has: become: very scarce, and 
there is a noteworthy run only inthe 
Penobscot river, where the bureau con- 
ducts extensive operations addressed to 
this species. Owing to unfavorable 
physical conditions (dams, pollutions, 
removal of forests at headwaters, etc.) 
in most of the streams formerly fre- 
| quented by the salmon, there is little or 
no probability that this fish can ever be 
reestablished. ‘The humpback salmon 
has. therefore been selected as a suitable 
¢| substitute: - It spawns near salt water, 
and ‘will find numerous favorable streams 
in which the eggs will hatch and the 
young remain until ready for their short 
marine life. The average weight at- 
tained is five pounds, but examples | 
weighing ten pounds. are sometimes 
taken.in Alaska. When the fish is fresh- 
run from thie: sea, the flesh is of a rich 
red color, of delicious flavor,.and a very 
satisfactory substitute: for the Atlantic 
salmon. 

The bureau has begun an annual 
transfer of. humpback eggs, from the 
West coast to the Maine hatcheries, 
and.is now distributing, in the form of 
fingerlings, the fish resulting from eggs 
brought across the continent‘ last year. 
The plants will aggregate about seven

The Rubber Club of America, com- 
posed of the principal importers and 
manufacturers of rubber in the United 
States, gives out the following state- 
ment of conditions inthe rubber in- 
dustry that have arisen on account of 
‘the war: 2 ; 

During the past week rubber manu- 
facturers throughout the United States 
have been obliged to increase the prices 
on their manufactured products from 
15 per cent to 25 per cent on account of 
the crude rubber situation arising from 
the war between European nations. 
The breaking down of international ex- 
change together with the relatively small 
supplies of crude rubber in the hands of 
manufacturers, besides the difficulty of 
rubber importers in delivering crude 
rubber on their future contracts through 
the sudden cutting off of shipping fa- 
cilities, have all contributed to produce 
an unprecedented situation in this 
branch of trade. In some cases factory 
forces have been reduced to conserve 
raw material supplies now on hand. 
These increased prices will apply to all 
rubber goods from automobile tires to 
rubber bands. 

The best grade of crude rubber comes 
from Brazil and from Plantations in the 
Far East, all of which is cleared through 
foreign banking exchanges. From this 
it will be seen that the rubber manufac- 
turing industry is wholly dependent 
upon foreign importations for its prin- 
cipal raw material. It is also true that 
a large proportion of the secondary ma- 


; terials of manufacture, such as chemi- | by 


| cals of various kinds, are imported from 
foreign countries, particularly: France 
and Germany. Rubber manufacturers 
are thus in a much harder situation as 
regards carrying on their business than 
thosé whose raw material can be secured 
at e. ’ 

Rubber manufacturers generally pro- 
cure their crude ‘ritbber on contracts 
calling for future deliveries. Hence, 
actual stocks of available spot rubber 
are always rather limited. It is possible 
that some manufacturers may have as 


upon a regular delivery of raw material, 
and not anticipating a European war, 


The small stocks of spot rubber’ have 
advanced in price more than 100 per 
| cent since August 1, and unless the situ- 
, ation is in some measure relieved there 
is no telling how far the advance will go. 
Nearly all the ing trade between 
Brazil, the East Indies and the United 
States is in the hands of the English, 
German and Dutch, , A fact also that is 


not generally known is that more crude |' 


rubber today is coming from the Far 
East than from Brazil. It has been 
estimated that the total product of Plan- 
tation rubber in the Far East for the 
calendar year 1914 would be 67,000 
. tons as ‘against 40,000 tons in Brazil. 
| Of this total product the United States 
takes ‘45 per cent, the United States 
being the largest single rubber manu- 
facturing country in the world. So far 
this year the importations have been 
well up to this estimate, _.

Plans have been completed for a new 
academy building at Exeter to take the 
place of the structure burned in July. 
In style it will follow as closely as ‘pos- 
sible the first academy building which 
occupied the same site until it was 
burned in 1870. 

It will be colonial and the central por- 
tion will reproduce the main features of 
the first building and some of its de- 
tails. The interior is based in part on 
American colonial precedent and in part 
on late Georgian work contemporary 
with it. 

The. exterior walls will be of water- 
struck red Exeter brick with trimmings 
of white marble. The roof will be of 
slate. In the interior there will be ‘re- 
inforced-concrete floor. construction, ‘fire- 
proof walls, partitions and stairs with 
wood trim for doors and windows. 

In the .rear the ground slopes away 
and. ‘will: allow three stories out of the 
ground: on that side. In the basement 
there will be a small amembly room and 
a retiring room 

The first floo floor will. contain ten‘ class- 
rooms, three conference rooms, one coat 
room, vestibule, entrance hall ni y? stairs. 
On the second floor there will be a large 

assembly: hall, large study room, ‘small 
lecture room, three class rooms, one} 
faculty room, two conference rooms and 
a rest room. 

The large assembly room will be the 
most important in the building, It will 
be 69 feet square and will occupy all the: 
second story in the central part of the 
building.
